Dear Alumnae 



It is some time since we sent our last letter describing the 
activities of the Margaret Eaton School Alumnae* From our many grateful 
replies to past letters, we feel sure you will welcome our latest news. 

Last year our monthly luncheons were held at the Diet Kitchen 
on the first Tuesday of every month, with an average attendance of twenty -too. 
This year we expect a larger attendance as every other meeting is to be held 
at night, at the different homes of the members. At these night meetings we 
are looking forward to a more social gathering and also intend to help the 
hospitals by sewing for them. The Annual luncheon was held on the 21st of 
May, at the Selby Hotel, where we had as our guests the eighteen new 
graduates. There were sixty-five in all, present — composed of the new 
graduates, honorary member s , staff and Alumnae. The time passed quickly 

with the usual toasts, and our good wishes were extended to the new* graduates, 
all of whom, except two, came from out of town. 

As usual, at Christinas, we helped two poor families, providing 
them with an ample dinner, warm clothing and gifts for each member of the 
family. To this work we voted the sum of $25.00, which was enlarged by 
individual gifts • 

In October, the Alumnae held a party for the pupils of the 
School, at Mr. K.Y. Eaton’s country home at Clarkson. We felt this was a 
very good idea as the school and Alumnae got in closer touch with one another. 

Owing to the Alumnae having pledged themselves to a scholarship 
of $150.00 to be given to assist a girl, who shows talent in the school work, 
we found it necessary to raise money. So, a rummage sale was voted upon 

as a likely means of doing so. After a good deal of work, the sale was hold 

at St. Bartholomew ? s Church on Dundas Street, where after one hour’s frantic 

selling, we realized the large sum of $158.00. So successful did this seem 

that another rummage sale is in the offing. 

We hope that you will be interested in our activities and if

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T HE MARGARET EATON SCHOOL wishes 
to announce that on September 1st it will 
become a part of the University of Toronto. 
Students who enter this fall, v/ili take the 
new three-year course in physical and health 
education which was inaugurated in the Univer- 
sity last year. This course leads to the degree 
of Bachelor of Physical and Health Education 
(B.P.H.E.). 

Professors and instructors from the University 
as well as members of the staff of Tire Margaret 
Eaten School will be among those under whom 
the students will study. In addition to the 
advantages that come with study under men 
who are outstanding in their particular fields, 
the students will have the use of the University 
library and will share the opportunities of 
university life in general. It is hoped too, that 
the personal touch of the smaller school, which 
has been one of the advantages of life at The 
Margaret Eaton School in the past, will still be 
felt by the students who come to take the new 
course. Classes will be held as usual at The 
Margaret Eaton School on Yonge Street, and at 
the University. The Residence at 99 St. George 
street will be continued this year. 

Applications for the course should be sent 
direct to the Registrar, the University of Toronto. 
Calendars giving information about the curricu- 



lum. residences, and fees ir.ay be obtained from 
the Registrar cr from the Secre'ary of The 
Margaret Eaton School. 

The School expects that the field of physical 
and health education in private schools and in 
recreation and community centres will be open 
to graduates of this course as it was to former 
graduates of The Margaret Eaton School. To 
these who take a further year of study at the 
Ontario College of Education or at similar schools 
of education in the other provinces, will be open 
as well, the much wider field of collegiate 
institutes, high schools and technical schools. 

The training in camp activities is to be given in 
September as usual, this year at Camp Tanama- 
koon in Algonquin Park. Students will go up 
on September 1st and will return in time for the 
University registration. The course will include 
campcraft, canoeing, short canoeing trips if the 
weather is suitable, swimming, sailing, archery, 
tennis, nature and music appreciation; camp 
education and discussion of counselor prob- 
lems, and experience in evening recreation. 
The fee for beard and tuition for the three weeks 
is S45.00. For further information about the 
camp course, address the Secretary.
